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Deutzia hatusimae is described from Miyazaki and Oita Prefectures, Kyushu, Japan 
and its relationship is discussed. 
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A taxonomic study of the Japanese species 
of Deutzia (Saxifragaceae: Hydrangeoideae) 
by Niu and Ohba has lead to the recognition 
of a new species. Hatusima collected this in 
1977 at Onagara in Honjyo-mura, Oita 
Prefecture for the first time, and called 
Deutzia gracilis var. microcarpa provision¬ 
ally. After that it was collected at Mt. 
Togawadake in Hinokage-cho, Miyazaki 
Prefecture. It is endemic to a limited area ex¬ 
tends over Miyazaki and Oita Prefectures, 
Kyushu, which is known for its high 
endemicity of flowering plants (Minamitani 
1990). 

Deutzia hatusimae H.Ohba, L.M.Niu & 
Minamitani, sp. nov. [Figs. 1-2] 

Ex affinitate Deutziae gracilis Siebold & 
Zucc. var. gracilis petalis 5-7 mm longis 
1.8-2.1 (-3) mm latis staminibus (6-8 mm 
longis) apparaenter brevioribus, capsulis 
globosis dimetiente 1.8-2.2 mm divergens. 
A var. ogatae (Koidz.) Ohwi inflorescentia 
simpliciter racemosa differt. 

Deciduous small shrub up 2 m tall. 
Branches elongate, intemodes usually 4-6 
cm long, present year’s one pale greenish, 
usually with sparse (3-)4-5-rayed stellate 
hairs, former years’ pale grayish or some¬ 


times brownish, glabrous. Leaves herba¬ 
ceous, petiolate; petiole 4-6 mm long, terete, 
with dense (6-)7- or 8-rayed stellate hairs, 
when young often brownish; lamina 
laceolate to widely lanceolate, 5-8.5 cm 
long, 1.5-3 cm wide, apex acuminate, base 
attenuate or obtuse, margins minutely 
serrulate, 5-7 lateral nerves along costa, 
upper surface bright green, with (3-)4- or 5- 
rayed stellate hairs, lower surface pale with 
sparse stellate hairs. 

Inflorescences a terminal raceme on lat¬ 
eral branchlets with 1 to 2 pairs of leaves, 
8-12 cm long; lateral axes 10-20, racemose- 
ly 5- to 10- flowered, with sparse (6-)7- or 
8-rayed stellate hairs. Flowers June to July, 
pedicellate, pedicels slender, 2-6 mm long, 
with sparse (6-)7- or 8-rayed stellate hairs. 
Calyx with dense (sparse in teeth) 8- or 9- 
rayed stellate hairs; tube 1.2-1.5 mm long; 
teeth triangular, ca. 0.8 mm long. Petals 
white, oblong to oblong-ovate or oblong- 
obovate, 5-7 mm long, 1.8—2.1(—3.0) mm 
wide, apex obtuse, erect at flowering. 
Stamens 6-8 mm long; filaments white, lin¬ 
ear, without teeth or slightly dentate, erect at 
flowering; anthers ivory white, ca. 0.5 mm 
long. Ovaries inferior, ca. 1.5 mm long at 
flowering; styles 3, free, 6.5-1.5 mm long.

Capsules globose, 1.8-2.2 mm across. 
Chromosome numerber 2n=26 (Niu and 
Ohba 2000, as D. gracilis var. microcarpa ). 

Type. Japan. Kyushu. Miyazaki Pref., 
Nishi-usuki-gun, Hinokage-cho, Mt. 
Tokawa-dake. T. Minamitani, H. Kuroki & 
L. M. Niu no. 985114 (Tl-holo; Iso-A, BM, 
E, MO, L, KUN, TNS). 

Paratype. Japan. Kyushu. Oita Pref., 
Minami-amabe-gun, Honjyo-mura, Onagara. 
21 August 1977, S. Hatusima (KAG). 

This species is related to Deutzia gracilis 
Siebold & Zuc. var. gracilis in having bright 
thin herbaceous leaves with sparsely 6-8-ra 
yed stellate hairs on the lower surface and 
stamens without conspicuous tooth at apex 
of the filaments, but differs by the smaller 
flowers and fruits and many flowered 
racemose inflorescences. The small petals 5— 


7 mm long are not spreading at flowering 
and the stamens exceed the petals. Var. 
ogatae (Koidz.) Ohwi resembling this differs 
by the compact panicles with much more nu¬ 
merous flowers. Further comparison among 
resembling species and the phylogenetic re¬ 
lationships will be discussed in our forth¬ 
coming revisional paper. 

The epithet is dedicated to Dr. Sumihiko 
Hatusima, Professor Emeritus of Kagoshima 
University.
